to a public cemetery. In order to guard, 
: bow ever, against premature iuierun-nt.ihe 
. remains are always retained above group:! 
j until certain signs or decomposition are 
opparrot ; and. besides this precaution, iu 
Cose or suspended animation, the lingers 
«.r ihe corpse are fasleued lo a hell-r»pe, 
communicating with nn alarm, so that on 
the slightest movement the body rings for 
the help which it reqpire* for its resu»ciin- 
lion— a naicherand a medical atlctidaut 
being constantly at hand. 

Now the duty of answering the life-bell, 
lied devolved on ihe Peter Klopp— ttol 
very onrrous *erxice, considering that lor 
thirty year* sinre he had b.-eo :he ollicial
